London, Jan. 21.—'The trial at the bar, 
before p quorum of judges, of Col Arthur 
Lynch, member of .parliament for Gal¬ 
way and the late Queen’* enemy during 
the war in ftwth Africa, commenced to¬ 
day before (he I xml Chief Justice, Lord 
AI vers tone, and two other justices. The 
prisoner pleaded not guilty. 

According to one sentence of the ar¬ 
raignment, the defendant was "moved 
and aedited by the instigation of the 
devil.” 

Upwards of sixty years ©Upped ainc^ 
a treason trial has been in London. The* 
last was that of John Francis, a youth 
who fired s pistol at the Utc Queen 
Victoria.

In going down the Straits laat night 
the sealing schooner Carlotta G. Cox, 
Capt. Nelson, eurountcrcd the full effect 
of the south wester which prevailed lo¬ 
cally. The schooner had sailed the night 
before, aud was on her way to the 
Japan ooast. Had she have got fftrther 
on her voyage she would |>o*sibly have 
met with more serious accident. Ta- 
tooah, at the entrance to the Straits, re^ 
ported the velocity of the wind to be 
sixty miles an hour, which would mean 
a lively time for shipping in that local¬ 
ity. In Victoria the wind recorded was 
forty rollea an hour, between live aud 
six o'clock, and thirty-four miles an hour 
for between six and seven o'clock. At 
tho Gape it was blowing from the souths 
The Carlotta Oox was between the two 
places, and escaped with a torn main¬ 
sail. She returned to Esquimalt lost 
night, and the mate coming ashore a 
sail was procured, which Oapt. Grant, 
manager of the Victoria Sealing Com¬ 
pany. gent out to the schooner by launch 
to-day. The sealer will therefore not 
bo detained, and wHl proceed to sea at 
once. She will be followed by four other 
vessel now In the bay. Two of thqoe, 
Oscar and Hattie* and Allie t. Algar, 
carry white crews, while the other two, 
the Penelope and Libble, will pick up 
Indian hunters at Kyoqnot. The Llbbie 
is in charge of Capt. Geo. Heater, while 
his brother.

Jones, which on Sunday night, is 

believed to have cleared the Cape be¬ 
fore yesterday's storm overtook her. The 
lumber Isden ship Rrsblock, K is also 
thought, escaped the storm, at least in 
that neighborhood.

TRAMP8 OF THE OCEAN. 


The British public has a vngn? notion 
that there ia a stigma Implied hi the 
name of Tramp steamer, of which the 
Tramp-owner lias reason to be ashamed. 
According to Ur, Kipling, the liner Is a 
Indy, and by Inference the Tramp is a 
klmj of charwoman, sustained in "a pre- 
cartons livelihood" by odd jobs. Indeed 
the press, as well as the public, tire 
houses of parliament, and many promi¬ 
nent ministers appear to think ef the 
British Mercantile Marine as a marine 
of liners alone. Wnen the Atlantic com¬ 
bination was formed, and three or four 
of our lines were sold to an American 
corporation, the impression spread 
abroad that .British shipping W 3 »« doom¬ 
ed, and Its pioud volume decimated. 
These feeliugs of nbirm were due to the 
great share of pooli© attention which 
liners enjoy. What with the advertis¬ 
ing of linen in the newspapers (whetitt* 
by paragraphs. Inspired or uninspired, 
or by formal advertisements) oud the 
benntifnl placards whtefi every enter¬ 
prising lino hangs ia the hotels, the rail¬ 
way stations and the shops, one can be 
little surprised that the well-hclnudqd 
lir.er ** known, and the silent unadver- 
tleed Tramp Is unknown. 

The truth Is thi\l the liners are not 
the British merchant nary, they are only 
one part of it. At the end ot 1001 the 
total number ©f sailing vessels flying the 
British flag was 7,227;. of steimers there 
were 8,147. Bearing sailing out of nc- 
«OTjrt, it is estimated by various well- 
informed officials of shi|*>wuers' societies 
that ont of these 8,147 steamers, about 
0.047 were Tramps, and only 1,200 were 
liners. In fart, 'liners composed only 
one-seventh, while Tramps composed six^ 
sevenths of the totnl number of British 
steamships. 

This great rolnme of tonnage must 
not be ignored by either the statesman 
or the writer if he is to have an accur¬ 
ate knowledge of our mercantile great¬ 
ness. Our supremacy lies in our Tramp 
shipping. We are still predominant in

Facts About King Edward’s Oift to the 
British Notion. 


Tb© (losing week of 1002 showed the 
distribution of the Britldi army to be 
very different from what it was twelve 
mouths ago, when ho large a proportion 
of the cavnlry and infantry was in 
South Africa, the strength in India was 
innch below its normal establishment, and 
the cavalry at home was reduced to the 
Household regiments, the 21st Lancers 
and the provisional regiments composed 
of reserve squadrons and the infantry 
to four guards and two or three line 
battalions and the provisional battalions, 
militia battalions doing ordinary home 
garrison work. Siuce the conclusion of 
peace in Jane, not only has the militia 
been relieved from bom© duty and been 
disembodied, but a large portion of the 
regular forces (as ffell as militia, Im¬ 
perial yeomanry aud volunteer contin¬ 
gents) has returned from South Africa, 
and the homa garrisons are. gradually 
approaching to their old conditions. 

At the beginning of th* last month 
•there were at home (or on the way home) 
ten regiments of cavalry, besides six 
provisional regiments, fourteen botteriaa 
of R'-val Horse Artillery, ninety field 
lotteries, thirty-five companies of gar¬ 
rison artillery and fifty battalions of in¬ 
fantry, including all the ten Guards bat- 
tnllonM, but, not the fourteen provisional 
battalions,, mad© up of details of regi- 
meuts nerving abroad. In addition, very 
considerable portions of the Royal Engi¬ 
neers, Army Service Corps and other 
special corps have been brought home. 

Though the military establishment in 
South Africa has been greatly reduced, 
troops having been sent to India and 
other foreign stations as well as home, 
there was still a large force at tile Cape 
and in Natal and the new colonies at the 
beginning of this month, though several 
units were nnder orders for embarka¬ 
tion. The cavalry number irieven regi¬ 
ments, the Horse Artillery two batteies 
and the Field Artillery fifteen, the Gar¬ 
rison Artillery three companies and tb© 
Mountain two, and the infantry forty- 
five battalions. 

In India there were nine cavalry regi¬ 
ments, twelve horse and forty-five field 
batteries, about thirty garrison and eight 
mount.-! in companies, and fifty-one infan¬ 
try battalions. In other parts of the 
world there were; In Egypt, one cavalry 
regiment, one field batteiy, one garrison 
company and four Infantry battalions; 
at Malta and Gibraltar, sixteen garri¬ 
son artillery companies and twelve bat- 
tc.Hons, the latter including four of the 
new Royal Garrison regiment; and in 
the West ladies, Bermuda, Nova 8cotin, 
Ceylon, Hongkong and other colonies, 
about twenty-four garrison artillery 
rempaniea and ten infantry battalions. 


Osborne House, which the King has 
gican to the nation, lie* one mile to the 
southeast of East Cowea, between the 
River Medina and the 8olent. The pres¬ 
ent edifice was ©reefed after designs by 
Mr. T. Cubitt, and la in the domestic 
Italian style. A striking feature Is the 
square tower, 107 feet high, aud there la 
also a dock tower which rises to a I 
height, of 80 feet. The late Queen’s 
apartments uru situated in advance of 
the flag tower, aud are filled with »tatu- 
ury and pictures, mainly the works of 
modern artists. The estate, after com¬ 
ing luto Her Majesty’s possession, wag 
repeatedly enlarged, and uow comprizes 
about 5,000 acres, reaching far towVrda 
It yd© by the seashore and to the v: unity 
of Newport Inland. It include* ferrite 
gardens a/id grounds of surpassing 
beauty, has a private pier on vha diure , 
for the use of the royal household. *ud 
on the outskirts are a number of excel- ; 
lent cottages occupied by the workpeople 
on the estate. Burton Manor House, a 
picturesque gabled mansion, was rebuilt 
•by Queen Victoria, with a careful re¬ 
tention of its oh! features, aa a residence 
for her principal steward. 

The estate was purchased by Her Ma¬ 
jesty from Lady Isabella Blachford Jn 
1845, and the mausion house which then 
stood upon it—a plain aud unpretentious 
building of modefn date—was soou after 
taken down to make room for the ex- , 
Is ting palatial structure. For a long 
period the manor was held by the Bower, 
mans, no old lsl& of Wight family not 
yet extinct, and it belonged in the time 
of Charles I., to Eustace Mann, passing 
by the marriage of his granddaughter to 
the Blachford family. Originally the 
name was Austerbourne, or Oyster- 
bourne, which has been regarded by j 
some ae equivalent to East Borne, by • 
others as derived from adjacent oyster ) 
beds. Barton Manor, one of the addi- j 
tions made to the estate, has a long his- ) 
torio record. As early as 1282 on ora- j 
tory for. six chaplains and a derk haa 
been founded there. It passed to the j 
Bishops of Winchester in 1438 and waa 
given by Bishop Waynflete to Winches- , 
ter college, from which it waa purchased ' 
by the late Queen. 

It was in tiie open-air life of Osborne ' 
that the Prince Consort often sought re- , 
unwed health ami strength, and, ir. } 
earlier days, superintended the works in 
progress. There is an interesting letter, l 
written in May, 1860, and recorded in , 
the Life of the Prince, in which he ex- j 
presses himself thus to the Dowager . 
Duchass of Coburg: “Iu our island home > 
we are wholly given up to the enjoyment 
of the warm summer weather. The $141-., 
dren catch butterflies, the Queen aits 
under the trees, and I drink the Kissin- 
gen water, Ragotsky. To-day mamma, 
aunt (the Duchess of Kent), aud Charles 
(Prince Leinin^eu) are to come to stay 
a fortnight with us; then we go to town 
to compress the (so-c4lled) pleasures of 
the season into four weeks.”

To the 'Editor:—A railway from Via-' 
tnria to the northern end of the Island is 
needed, and some day will be construct¬ 
ed. Whoever builds it, the people will 
furnish the funds. It has been suggest¬ 
ed, therefore, that the road should be 
built as soon as possible, by the province, 
as a public work. 

Oaly one such road is needed, land it 
ought to have n monopoly of the busi¬ 
ness; It, therefore, should not be owned 
by a private corporation. It should be 
independent of nnd give equal facilities 
to each system that may connect with It 
by ferry, and this cannot be assured ex¬ 
cept under government control. It is 
wooded now; this then is the time to 
agitate for It. Political conditions are 
at preseiit ns favorable to its promotion 
oa they are ever likely to be; there is 
therefore no good' reason for delay. 

A campaign should lw inaugurated to 
awaken public interest in all parts of 
the Island. It might be well to form 
aa association—an Island Transportation 
league—with brauchea in every locality. 
Despite the possible conflict of local in¬ 
terests, there will be found sufficieut com¬ 
mon ground to insure practical unity of 
actiou. All will assent to the idea of a 
railway asul agree that it should be 
undertaken without avoidable delay. 
And I fancy the groat majority would 
favor independence of all Mainland sys¬ 
tems and the other advantages of public 
ownership. 

The purpose would be worth the ef¬ 
fort. We have attempted many much 
more difficult and (much less promising 
Undertakings. Between those and the 
one proposed there is an esseutial dif¬ 
ference. They were, in general, attempts 
to counterbalance the drttwbiK-k* of our 
geographical position; in this we pro-
